the Author has not bestowed upon tlie ])r<‘st iit work tli.it siii ill 
aiiioiiiit of extra labour a\ hich would have rendered it coinplel<‘ iu 
itself. As it stands, we have tin* tdd-World Auteb^pes, but n(»tliiii^ 
about tlie Cliratlcs; the American i’ronj^-honicd Antelope i< not 
mentioned (at least, it is not in the index), nor is the Koeky Moun- 
tain (iont {If(ii>locenis Dunitanns); and the red-deer j;rouj> is dis- 
cussed, with barely aii allusion to the Wa]»iti. This would have 
been intellij^ihle if an arbitr.iry line had been drawn at t)ld- World 
s])ecies ; but such is not the ca>e. for there is a special chajiter 
devot(‘d to the deer of South America. The Klk and the Kcindeer 
are treated under the head of “Asiatic l)eer,*‘ Imt uotliinj^ i> siiil 
about their American rcjiresentatives beyond the incidental n inarks 
that tlie former is not sjiecitically distinct from the moose, nor the 
latter from the caribou. These tind some other omissions dimini.^h 
the value of a very readable and instructive work.

GKO LOGICAL SOCIKTY. 

February 21. 1S04. — Dr, Henry Woodward, F.R.S., 
rresident, in the Chair. 

The following communication was read : — 

“ X^ote on the Genus yaiatlltis^ as occurring in the Coal Forma- 
tion of Xova Scotia.'^ Dy Sir J, William Dawsou, K.C.^I.G., LL.D., 
F.U.S., F.G.S. With an Appendix by Dr. Whcclton Hind, ILS., 
F.K.C.S., F.G.S. 

The specimens referred to in the paper occur most abundantly iu 
calcarco-bituminous shales along the coast, at the South Joggins. and 
were described by the Author in ‘Acadian Geology,* iu lirOU. 
A collection of them has been submitted to Dr. Wheeltoii Jlind. In 
Q. J. G. S. vol. xix. ^Ir. Salter referred the shells described as 
yuwdites to his new genera Anthracoptcra and Anthracomija, In 
correspondence with ^Ir. Salter, tlie Author held that the shells 
were probably freshwater, and objected lo the name Anthracomifa 
ns cxpre^sing an incorrect view of the alHnity of the shells ; he 
also stated several reasons in sujijiort of his opinions. The 
Author continued to use the name Saiadites, but does not object 
to the division of the s])ccics into t>vo genera, for one of which 
Salter’s name should be retained. Additional reasons 
arc given for the freslnvater origin of these shells, and the Author 
expresses his gratification that their affinities have been so ably 
illustrated by Dr. Hind. 

Dr. Wheeltou Hind believes that the ‘ genus ’ Naiadites contains 
three distinct genera, for one of \vhich the name must be retained. 
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]lo proposes to retain the name for the forms called Antltraromydy 
affirming as this word does an altogether wrong affinity for the 
genus. (The name Kaiadites was proposed in IbOO; Anthracornya 
in 1801.) 

Dr. Hind is not able to slate that any of the species submitted to 
him by 8ir J. AV. Dawson are the same as Ihitish forms. The shell 
originally described as JS'aiadiles carhonaria is, he has no doubt, an 
Anilmivopieva, lie gives notes on 2s, annaria^ N. anyidata^ and 
2\\ Icevis.

Saw-Jlles on Solomons Seed. ]ly AV. F. Kinnr, F.L.S. &c. 

For two years past plants of SolomoiTs Seal (Polyr/onatum or Cou- 
vallaria middjlora) growing in Dr. Giinthers garden at Kew have 
been infested by saw-fly larvm ; and on the Gth of May of the present 
vear Dr. Giinther captured a considerable number of specimens of a 
saw-fly on the plant, which ])roved on examination to be Plnfrnnto- 
cera aterrima, King. Although this species will probably be found 
to be common where its food-plant occurs, it does not seem to have 
been noticed in England exce])t by Curtis, who described and figured 
it in vol. xxi. of tho ‘ Transactions of the Linnean Society,’ pp. SO- 
42, pi. V., as long ago as 1850, from specimens bred from larvm 
received from Lord Godericli, who had noticed them for several years 
])reviously devouring the leaves of the only plant of Solomon's Seal 
in Lord llipoids garden at Finney. Curtis eallcd the insect Sdan- 
dria liohinsonl, believing it to bo undescribed. 

The only other saAV-fly noticed bj* Kaltenbaeh in his ‘ Fflanzen- 
feinde ’ as feeding on Convallavia multijlora is Blmnocampa faliyi- 
'iws((y Schrank. 

It is worthy of note that all the specimens of P. aterrxma which 
Dr. Giinther caught were males, which, it seems, appear a day or 
two before the females begin to emerge. AVitli them was a single 
s]iecimen of a Jilcnnocampa^ also a male— not, however, B, fidiyi- 
but B.fusada, King (=i]jusdla, King), a rose-feeding species, 
tho ])rescnco of which among the specimens of Phymatoctra was 
])robably quite accidental. 

As Idiymatocera atendma has been so rarely observed in England, 
if appears worth while to call attention to its re-occurrenee. There 
were previously only two German specimens in the British 3Iuseum 
eolleetion, and no Britivsh ones. 

Altlioiigh the day was warm and bright, the s]>eeimens were 
remarkably sluggish, and allowed themselves to be picked off with 
tho lingers.
